20 The bulletin was neatly mimeographed and presented a more professional 
appearance than previous material published by the PPe It praised the 
‘popular masses" incorporated into the government, condemed the NeSional 
Police, and accused the United States of warmongering and meddling in the 
internal affairs of the Republic of Panama, ‘The following oxeerpts are 
the more important ones included in the bulletin:
